in and about the Baseline area 
for the past fifteen years and 
I have not noticed any dan- 
ger to the public health, safe- 
ty or welfare in that area. 

“We wish to advise the City 
Council that we do wish to co- 
operate in the orderly develop 
ment of the City. If a true 
“emergency” does arise con- 
cerning our property, we will 
cooperate, However, the City 
itself also has a moral and 
legai obligation to cooperate 
and carry out its obligations 
Our position is that we were 
drawn into this position by the 
City itself and that any change 
of zone from K-3 by the City 
would be in violation of its 
contractural obligation to us.”
